At Woolwich as Guests 
of War Office. 



Aliwal North, Cape Colony, Dec. 7.— 
After the light at Steerk Spruit, Gen. 
Dewet doubled south during the night, 
crossed the Caledon river, marched to 
Odendal Drift, where ho found the 
stream impassible, lie returned east and 
inarched along the north hank of tie, 
Orange river until within 15 miles ot; 
Aliwal North, and then turned north- 
west in the direction of Iiouxville. 

Gen. Knox dogged his steps the whole 
day. Power's forces were thoroughly 
exhausted. Throe hundred of their dead 
and dying horses were counted between 
Smlthlield road and the Orange river. 

Loudon, Dec. 7.— A despatch from 
Kitchener, dated Bloemfontein, Decem- 
ber 7, confirms the news from Aliwal 
North that Gen. Dewet's main force 
was hard pressed. He adds that Gen. 
Knox captured the Krupp gun which 
Dewet abandoned near the Caledon 
river, and continued in pursuit of Dewet. 
The despatch adds that while the Brit- 
ish were handing over women at the 
request of the Doers, under a Hag of 
truce at Belfast on December 5, a force 
of 100 Boers unsuccessfully attacked a 
neighboring infantry post. 

.Montreal, Dee. 7. — The Star's London 
cablegram says: 

" Col. Buehnn and eight officers and 
one hundred Canadian soldiers were 
guests of the war office at Woolwich 
to-day and were shown through the war 
factories. The gun-carriage factory 
was handsomely decorated with Hags 
and maple leaves carved in wood, and 
mottoes such as 'Welcome Canadian 
Cousins.' 

"The Canadians were entertained at 
luncheon tit the Royal Artillery bar- 
racks, and were especially honored in 
their march through decorated streets 
by the presence of the band of the Tenth 
Hussars. 

"To-day marks the close of the enter- 
tainment to the Canadians." 

"Mr. Kruger has abandoned all the 
proposed journeys to other capitals." 
says the Brussels correspondent of iTie 
Standard, "and all further diplomatic 
efforts to secure arbitration, and will 
await at The Hague 'the developments 
of events nt the seat of war." 

"There has been no diplomatic rupture 
between Holland and Portugal," says 
the correspondent of the Standard at 
The Hague, " and the ministers will re- 
turn to their respective courts to which 
they are assigned in the course of a few 
days." 



MERCIEB EXPLAINS. 

Wants to Prepare For Invading Eng- 
land, But Not to Appear 
Aggressive. 

Paris, Dec. 7. — The senate to-day 
adopted the naval bill after a short dis- 
cussion.. Senator Compos (Progressive), 
representing Charante Infernre, urged 
the building of twenty additional cruis- 
ers to prey upon Great Britain's com- 
merce in case of war. 

The minister of marine, M. Delanes- 
san, replied that the number of cruisers 
projected in the present bill would suf- 
fice for France's needs. 

CJen. Mercier then rose and alluded to 
his speech of December 4, when he 
urged training the army in embarkation 
and disembarkation drills, so ns to be 
rendy for an invasion of England. He 
said he was unable to understand the 
sensation his remarks had produced. 
He did not desire war with Great Brit- 
ain, but he thought the duty of tile gov- 
ernment was to provide for such an 
eventuality. Ho repudiated any inten- 
tion to appear aggressive towards Great 
Britain. 



I NTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

Appointment of British Members Has 
Been Made. 

London, Doc. 7.— Tho Queen's appoint- 
ments to the international arbitration 
court are Lord Pauncefote, Sir Edward

Nantel (Con.) was defeated in Terre- 
bonne by 11!). Hackett (Con.) was de- 
feated in Stanstead by' 253. Leblane, 
Conservative Speaker, was re-elected in 
Laval. The whole six divisions of 
Montreal are Liberal, four members 
being elected by acclamation.

Vancouver, Dec. 7. — The finance com- 
mittee of the city council met at 4 
o'clock to-day to consider the offer of 
Messrs. Johnson & Burnett to place 
three steamers on the route between 
Vancouver and Skagway, provided the 
city guaranteed 5 per cent, interest on 
.$300,000, or §15,000 a year for seven 
years. Messrs. Johnson & Burnett 
urged a reply, as a cablegram had been 
received from their English principals 
10 ask for an immediate answer. It 
was announced that the C. P. N. Co. 
were making a similar offer, and 
Thomas Dunn was said to have an offer 
ready by which three steamers would lie 
supplied without a bonus.

Guerillas Put Down, Pacification 
Accomplished, Self-Govern- 
ment Will Follow. 



VOTED DOWN. 

Motion to Inquire Into Slavery in 
French Colonies Lost. 

Paris, Dec. 7.— The chamber of depu- 
ties to-day rejected a motion providing 
for a parliamentary inquiry into slavery 
and cruelty in the French colonies. Tho 
premier, M. Wuldoek-Roussonu, de- 
nounced the opposition's tactics of con- 
stantly bringing charges against the ad- 
ministrative officials. He said n com- 
mission of inquiry would be tantamount 
to putting the entire colonial administra- 
tion on tho stand, nnd he added that the 
government would not retain power for 
a moment at such a price. He regarded 
the motion as one of want of confidence. 
The motion was defeated by a vote of 
409 to 110. 



London, Dee. 7.— In pursuance of an- 
agreement reached by the Liberals, ow- 
ing to the unsatisfactory nature of the 
government's explanations, Mr. A. Ein- 
mott, Liberal, moved an amendment to 
the address in the House to-day, to the 
effect that it would conduce to the paci- 
licatiou and future good relations of tho 
races of Africa, if measures securing 
the liberty and property of those who 
surrender and providing for the future 
settlement of the territories, be an- 
nounced at the earliest moment possible. 
Mr. Chamberlain said the government 
hoped (it was hope, and" not prophesy) 
that very shortly, indeed, before the 
house met again, something in the na- 
ture of a civil administration might be 
established in both the Orange River 
and Transvaal colonies. Sir Alfred 
Milner, he added, would be appointed 
governor of both. 

Hero Mr. V. Duncan Tirie, Liberal 
member for North Aberdeen, a former 
captain of the Aberdeenshire militia, 
who recently returned from Africa, 
where he went to look alter the re- 
mounts department, when the war 
broke out, interrupted Mr. Chamberlain 
by saying: "You will lose South Afri- 
ca." 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain said that 
a lieutenant-governor would be appoint- 
ed for the Orange River Colony, and that 
both governments would have executive 
councils, but not necessarily the snme 
constitution. Mr. Chamberlain also- 
said he had suggested to Sir Alfred 
Milner to issue proclamations in Eng- 
lish and Dutch, setting forth the gov- 
ernment's intentions, which were ani- 
mated by no vindictivoness against the 
men in arms. Tho government thought 
it impossible that reasonable men could 
ask it to fix a day when full self-gov- 
ernment could be granted. Tho govern-j 
tuont had laid down three objects: 

First, to end the gnerilla war. It 
would not surprise him if the Boers had 
destroyed more farms that tho English. 
Never in history had a war been waged' 
with so much humanity. Tho women 
had only been deported for their protec- 
tion. The native population was an- 
swerable for acto of proved outrage of 
women and children, and it had been 
shown that in no case had a British 
soldier been justly accused. The farm 
burning was greatly exaggerated. Lord" 
Roberts had only sanctioned the burning 
of farms as punishment in ense of com- 
plicity in the rebellion or damage done 
to the railways. The government sus- 
tained Gen. Roberts absolutely. 

The government was bound to leave 
large discretion to the military. 

The second object was, that when paci- 
fication was accomplished, a crown gov- 
ernment would be instituted. 

The third object was ultimate self- 
government. 



THE REASON WHY. 

Germany Declined to Receive Mr.. 
Kruger For Good Reasons. 

Berlin, Dec. 7.— In the reichstag to- 
day, in answer to Hen- Rossicke's Inter- 
pellation regretting that Mr. Kruger- 
had' not been received, but had been 
turned away from the gates of Germany 
out of regard for another power, con- 
trary to the feeling of the nation, the 
minister for the interior replied that it 
was easy for irresponsible deputies to 
give expression to popular currents of 
opinion. A man occupying tho respon- 
sible post of chancellor of the German 
empire, who was answerable not only 
for the peace of Germany, but also, 
under certain circumstances, for the 
peace of the world, could not allow him- 
self to be influenced by such popular 
waves of opinion. For him there was- 
but one course to preserve the peace, 
safety, welfare and interests of the 
Fatherland. 

Before the budget committee to-day 
tho imperial chancellor, Count von 
Bulow, asking for an indemnity for the 
despatch of the expedition to China, as 
well as tho expenses thereof, declared 
that the troops sent to China would be- 
disbanded as soon as the work there 
should be accomplished, ns a legal basis 
neither existed nor would be created for 
their permanent embodiment. The in- 
demnity was granted. 



THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Why It Will Cost More Than It Other- 
wise Would, 

Ottawa, Dec. 7.— (Special)— It trans- 
pires that the cost of the Pacific cable- 
is ,?475,000 more' than it would have cost 
had not the Laurier government thrown- 
down the scheme in 1S97. At that time 
the Australian premiers when in Eng- 
land were warmly in favor of nn ar- 
rangement being consummated. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier was the stumbling 
block. At a conference held in Mr. 
Chamberlain's office he announced that 
he mistrusted the estimates of the pro- 
moters. Canada pays five-eighteenths 
of the cost, so that Sir Wilfrid's dilntori- 
ness means an actual loss to Canada of 
$1(50,000.

Returning To 

The Capital 



Palace Officials Say Emperor 
Intends Returning in a 
Few Days. 



Kang Yu Wei Sends a Letter of 
Advice to Foreign 
Envoys. 



London, Dec-. 8.— Sheng announces 
that Gen. Tung Fu Hsiang is proceed- 
ing to the province of Kang SSu, says the 
Shanghai correspondent of the Standard. 
Palace officials report that the Empress 
Dowager will leave Sian Fu December j 
17, and that Emperor Kwaug Sti will 
go direct to Fekin. 

I'okin, Dec, 7.— The foreign envoys re- 
ceived to-day a letter signed by Kang 
Vu Wei, the well-known Cantonese re- 
former, who was formerly adviser of 
Emperor Kwang Su, and who lias ul- 
ways been favorable to foreigners. 
Kang Yu Wei says that great calamities 
have befallen China through the Em- 
press Dowager and also iu consequence 
of her advisers, Prince Tuan, Prince 
Ching, Yung Lu, Vang \'i, Cbae Shu 
Cbiao. Kung Ku, Moyen Kuen, and 
llriono. Ue says he is thankful that 
the foreigners held out iu the legation 
buildings in Peldn, and all the Chinese 
who understand the law of nations 
regret the murder of Baron von Kette- 
ler. 

He then says he desires to make sug- 
gestions which " will insure the just 
punishment of the real culprits, satisfac- 
tion to the different courts, and a perma- 
nent settlement of the international rela- 
tions of China." He urges: 

First— That the Empress and her ad- 
visers should not be allowed to negotiate 
the peace. 

Second-That the Emperor, who is a 
.friend of the foreigners, should he re- 
stored. , _ . , 

Third— That all reactionary officials 
should be arrested, and that a careful 
watch should be kept over the so-called 
viceroys in the south. 

Unless Yung Lu, Prince Tuan _anil 
the others are severely dealt with, Kang 
Yu Wei contends that they will continue 
• to say that the foreigners are powerless. 
"The foreigners should not rely upon the 
viceroys," continued the Cantonese re- 
former. "They send men, money and 
armament to the Empress, and are her 
obedient servants. Should the Emperor 
be restored the empire would rejoice. 
The Emperor's party consists Of the 
most enlightened men, who are friendly 
to the foreigners and desire to incor- 
porate Western civilization and culture 
in an ancient country." 

Kang Yu Wei points out that he was 
appointed for the task by a secret edict 
of the Emperor in 1S'.)S, when he made 
his appeal on behalf of the Emperor to 
the foreign powers, "an appeal which, 
had they listened, would probably have 
prevented what has happened. " 

Berlin, Dec. 7— With reference to the 
news communicated from London that 
an agreement had been made at I ekin, 
a high official of the German foreign 
otlleo who is empowered to speak m the 
name of Count von Bulow, the imperial 
chancellor, said this evening: 

"The report is correct, but there are 
still some minor points unsettled. It 
was clear from the first that the note 
formulated by the foreign envoys in 
Pekin would not he accepted. Now 
that the envoys are agreed, and the note 
is acceptable to the United States, there 
should not be exaltation as if the other 
powers had bowed to the Will of one 
nation. They are all free to take what- 
ever course they choose in the interests 
of peace and harmony. 

"They altered the note to meet the 
views of the United States It is to be 
hoped that the fact that Germany has 
cone so far in complying with the 
wishes of the United States wd meet 
with recognition in the United States 

The Pekin correspondent of tut 
Deutsche Zeitung writes that several 
German marine officers discovered Sir 
Claude Macdonald, former British min- 
ister at Pekin, and Lady Macdonald 
personally superintending coolies who 
were carrying off treasures from the 
Chinese imperial palace to the British 
legation "buildings.

BUTCHERED THE FAMILY. 

William Seaton Kills His Uncle and 
Chops Several People With an 
Axe. 

Seattle, Dec. 7.— William Seaton, aged 
22 years, formerly*of Decatur, Ills., at- 
tempted last night to exterminate an 
entire family of his relatives at South 
Park, nine miles from Seattle. With 
an axe he smashed in the heads of four 
people, leaving them for dead, then shot 
one man in the buck and attempted to 
kill :i deputy sheriff, before being captur- 
ed. Seaton was shot twice, but not 
fatally, by Deputy Sheriff Kelly. 

The only one killed outright was Sea- 
ton's uncle, Daniel Richards. 

Seaton smashed in the head of his 
sirttcr, Mi*. Roy Clark, but her recovery 
is hoped for. The other two victims 
were Myrtle and Hazel Hapgood, aged 
about ten years, children of a former 
husband of Mrs. Clark. The skulls of 
the little ones were crushed, and then 
the bodies were thrown into a manger 
in the barn. It was supposed they were 
dead, hut a later report from the coun- 
ty hospital says that the skull of one of 
the children had been raised, and there, 
in hopes of recovery. The other child 
will undoubtedly die. 

A man named Kennedy, who got in 
Seatou's way after the tragedy, was 
slmt in tlu> back, but not seriously. Sea- 
ton fired three times at Kelly before 
being brought down with two shots, 
which took effect in the head and arm. 

Seaton told the following story: "I 
YTCti disgusted with the actions of my 
sister, and after 1 had struck her in the 
head with an axe, I came to the conclll- 
ision that I might as well make a clean 
sweep. I smashed the skulls of the 
children, and then threw their bodies 
Lito tiie manger. Returning to the 
house. I saw my uncle asleep on the 
sofa. I chopped his head almost off." 

While telling this story Seaton gave no 
evidence of insanity.

HOLLAND AND PORTUGAL. 

The Situation Between Them la Some- 
what Strained. 

Lisbon, Dee. 7. — The minister from the 
Netherlands to Portugal and the Portu- 
guese minister at The Hague have left 
their respective posts. It is believed 
that a difference has arisen on the sub- 
ject of the exquatur to the Dutch con- 
sul at Lorenzo Marques, which the Por- 
tuguese government has withdrawn. 

The tension between Portugal and 
Holland appears to have been em- 
phasized, perhaps not altogether unin- 
tentionally,' by the peculiar warmth of 
King Charles' toast to Queen Victoria 
at the. banquet given yesterday evening 
at the Royal palace, to Vice-Admiral Sir 
Harry Holdsworth Hawson nnd the offl» 
cers of the British fleet in the river 
Tngus, and by the telegram which the 
King afterwards despatched to Queen 
Victoria, thanking Her Majesty for 
sending the licet and for the friendship 
thus demonstrated. 

"I beg to record," telegraphed the 
King, my great satisfaction at the 
frank ami loyal alliance uniting Eng- 
land and Portugal." 

During his speech, in which he toasted 
Queen Victoria, the King said, among 
other things: "England has often shar- 
ed the efforts ami glories of Portugal. 
Our mutual friendship and close alli- 
ance are strengthened by history and the 
blood shed together in causes which have 
always been just." 

Admiral Hawson replied that tin! 
words of the King harmonized with the 
thoughts of the government and people 
ot Groat Britain. 

Observers think the speeches and tide- 
gram constitute an intimation to the 
world that Portugal can count on 
strong support if necessary. 

Johannesburg. Dec. 7.— In pursuance 
of the re-concentrado policy, the author- 
ities here are preparing accommodation 
on the race track for four thousand peo- 
ple from farms in the vicinity of the 
Rand. The burghers will be herded in 
a laager and will he strictly watched. 

A notification appears in the Gazette 
to the effect that all able-bodied British 
subjects are liable to he conscripted for 
service in the Rand rifles. 

Capetown, Dec. 7.— Owing to the at- 
tempts of sympathizers to communicate 
with the Boer prisoners at Green Point, 
some Maxim guns have been placed in 
position on the surrounding heights, in 
readiness for a disturbance.

U. S. Consul Smith, in reply to the 
toast, made a pleasing speech, full of lo- 
cal allusions, which were received with, 
great appreciation. After alluding to 
the proud position occupied by Presi- 
dent McKinley at the head of a great 
nation, comprising 70,000,000 peo- 
ple, he expressed the pleasure be felt fit 
being among his friends in the city of 
Victoria.

noticed on every baud, and hoped that 
the good work "might go on. Ho con- 
cluded a very neat speech by expressing 
approval, of the cordial relations which 
xisted between the United States and 
Croat Britain. 

Charles Holmes then entertained the 
iseinblago with a vocal solo, "Columbia, 
the Gem of the Ocean," which elicited 
loud applause. 

\ ice-President W. Harrison then pro- 
posed tiie toast of the "Governor-Gener- 
al of Canada," alluding to His Excel- 
lency's recent visit to British Columbia, 
The toast was drunk with great enthusi- 
asm. 

Col. Prior, in the absence of Mr. J. B. 
Lovell, who was down far the toast, 
next proposed the health of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. All present, he felt sure, 
would be sorry to hear of Sir Henri 
July's illness and glad to learn that it 
was not of a serious character. Sir 
Henri was a man among men, courteous 
obliging and affable— a good cress be- 
tween the old French nobleman and the 
English squire.

He was, 
besides, no figurehead in his official posi- 
t:on in British Columbia, as Mr. Turner 
could testify, as he attended his ofllee 
regularly and took an active interest in 
all social functions.

Although 
little can be learned from Mr, Barber, 
representative owner who was makiifg 
the trip to Japan' on' the steamer or 
Capt. Yorke, titter officers of the 
steamer told of -'a race with Srnpidly 
rising water in her engine room and lire 
room, to cope with which only her hand 
nmnps were available, accidenfprevent- 
ing the use of *hfe steam pumps. 

The weather was fortunately, fine, and 
the steamer Was about 200 miles out 
from' Victoria, ''steaming towards the 
Japanese port ' by the northern great 
circle route, when word was brought to 
Capt. Yorke that the steamer was leak 
ing.

AN IMPORTANT MEETING. 

The Settlers' Association of British 
Columbia hold a very important meeting 
iu New Westminster a few days ago, 
at which the need of railways In the dis- 
trict south of the Eraser was fully dis- 
cussed. Mr. Thrift was the first 
speaker. He drew atteutiou to the fact 
that in value the agricultural products 
of the province are equal to all the gold 
and. silver produced hero, and hence 
that the development of agriculture was 
a matter of the first importance. He 
spoke of the deplorable waste of timber 
in cleariug land because of the lack of 
facilities for getting it to a market. 
Referring to the C. P. R., he said that 
the policy of that road was not in the 
interests of the Eraser Valley, because 
it was the interest of the company to 
■ develop the Northwest rather than the 
farming districts iu this province. He 
argued for railway connection with 
New Westminster by means of a bridge 
and a railway to Chiluwack, which he 
thought ought to be owned by the pro- 
vincial government. 

Mr. J. C. Brown, M.P.P., took much 
the same position, and said that he was 
inclined to think Mr. Dunsmuir would 
look favorably upon the proposition. He 
wa« glad to be able to say that be be- 
lieved Mr. Dunsmuir had the interests 
of the country at heart, aud that he 
■wished to bring down a railway policy 
which would advance the welfare of the 
•whole province. He felt that they could 
appeal with confidence to Mr. Dunsmuir 
ior a recognition of their junt claims. 

Mr. John Oliver, M.P.P., said that 
-what was wanted was not only a rail- 
way to Ghilliwack, but one extending all 
the way to Kooteuay. Present condi- 
tions discouraged settlors, he said, and 
better communication was also needed, 
so that the valuable timber soulh of the 
Eraser might be turned to good account 
commercially. 

Mr. O. W. 'Mun.ro, M.P.P., also urged 
1he building of a lino from the Coast to 
Kootenay, which, he said, he wanted the 
government to take up. He thought the 
policy of the C. P. It. was to take ad- 
vantage of the long haul from the North- 
west rather than develop near-by dis- 
tricts. 

Mr. Hill-Tout, president of the as- 
sociation, made the startling statement, 
■that at Abbotsford fully 75 per cent, of 
the ranches had been abandoned and 
wore growing up with trees. A great 
-oxodus had taken place two years ago, 
but since then, Mr. Thrift haji 
assumed the lead of an agitation for im- 
proved conditions with excellent results. 
The settlers 'have been given their tim- 
ber rights, and now can get land free; 
but something was needed to enable them 
to realize upon the timber. He be- 
lieved that the government were alive 
to the necessities of the Lower Eraser, 
■where population had increased In the 
last ten years. He believed a railway 
would bring back many of the people, 
who had deserted their farms in dis- 
couragement. Mr. Hill-Tout expressed 
the greatest confidence in Mr. Dunsmuir 
us a man "honestly .bent upon doing 
what is best for the whole people." 

Mr. To whin spoke in advocacy of a 
railway to Kootenay. Mr. Graham, of 
Langley, illustrated the difllculties in 
the mat .or of transportation under 
-which the settlers are laboring. Mr. 
-Jones, of Clover Valley, expressed the, 
hope that means would be provided to 
• enable the settlers to send timber to a 
.market, and promised that, if they were, 
more land would bo cleared and many 
fat cattle would be marketed. Alder- 
man Macdonald urged the people of 
New Westminster to take action by cir- 
culating petitions. Mr. McGillivaray 
thought that tho enormous progress of 
Kooteuay would make a direct railway 
.a success from the start, and he favor- 
ed a government road. Alderman Adams 
.added his testimony to that of others as 
to the need of action, and said the peo- 
;plp of New Westminster would lend all 
their influence. 'Mr. McKee, of the 
.Delta, expressed his strong appreciation 
•of tho movement. Alderman Sinclair 
thought the Eraser farmers would be 



helped if the duty on hay were increased. 
Mr. J. H. Ladner gave his hearty en- 
dorsement of the proposed railway to 
Kootenay, and said if it was not to be a, 
government work, there ought to be 
government control of the rates. Mr. 
Oliver expressed the view that govern- 
ment control of rates would be more im- 
portant than government ownership, and 
after some further debate, resolutions 
were passed to secure signatures to the 
following petitions: 

To the Hon. tho Premier and the Hon. 
the Government of British Columbia i 

Honorable Gentlemen, — The petition of 
tho undersigned respectfully sheweth: 

Your petitioners are residents and set- 
tlers in the agricultural districts south 
of the Fraser river, comprising the mu- 
nicipalities of Delta, Surrey, Langley, 
Matsqui, Sumas and Chilliwack; 

That railway connection between the 
above named districts aud the Coast cit- 
ies of Westminster, Vancouver and Vic- 
toria, and, as soon as possible, the min- 
ing interests of Kootenay, is most ur- 
gently required, together with a rail- 
way aud traltic bridge over the Eraser 
river at New Westminster; 

That your petitioners believe the ini- 
modiate construction of this railway tq 
run east at least as far as Chilliwack 
and bridge is a matter of paramount' 
importance not ouly to the districts and 
cities mentioned, but also to the prov- 
ince at large; 

That the section of country between 
the Coast and the mountains south of 
the rives, is the largest tract of agricul- 
tural land available for settlement, in 
one block, iu the province, and yet large- 
ly owing to the lack of railway com- 
munication with the markets of the prov- 
ince, a very large proportion of these 
lands are lying waste and unproduc- 
tive, while immense quantities of agri- 
cultural produce are imported from for- 
eign and outside sources, to the value of 
several millions of dollars annually; 

That, the construction of this very im- 
portant work will not only open up and 
develop the section of country traversed 
by it, and thus in a measure prevent the 
constant drain upon the resources of 
i be province, but will also cause a great 
inllux of population, and be the menus of 
establishing local industries, such as 
raw, shingle and pulp mills, thus utiliz- 
ing our extensive natural resources, 
which interests have been destroyed in 
the process of clearing the land. 

Your petitioners believe, in view of the 
importance of this work, and its value, 
to tho future interests of the province, 
that no charter should be granted to any 
company, giving them exclusive control 
of tin? railway und particularly of the 
bridge. 

Your petitioners respectfully request 
the work may be undertaken and con- 
structed in the interest and for the 
benefit of the province at large. 

To the Right Hon. Sir Wilfrid l-aurier, 
P. C. Premier of the Dominion of 
Canada, and the lion, the Govern- 
ment of Canada: 

The petition of the undersigned re- 
spectfully sheweth: 

Your petitioners are residents, settlers 
and property owners in the agricultural 
municipalities of Delta, Surrey, Langley, 
Matsqui, Sumas and Chilliwack, iu the 
province of British Columbia. 

Your petitioners desire to urge tho 
great necessity existing for railway 
communication between the municipal 
districts and the Coast cities of the prov- 
ince by means of a bridge over tho 
Fraser river at tho city of New West- 
minster, thereby giving us access to the 
markets of our own province; 

That the section of country in which 
your petitioners reside has not enjoyed, 
in common with more favored portions 
of the Dominion, the great measure of 
prosperity that has been vouchsafed dur- 
ing the past few years. This fact is 
largely owing to tho almost titter lack 
of facilities for reaching our markets; 

That the lands within the municipali- 
ties referred to are largely undeveloped, 
waste and unproductive, and in great 
need of population; 

That your petitioners believe tho con- 
struction of the proposed railway and 
bridge will very materially assist in pro- 
moting a change in the existing or- 
der of tilings, by affording a means of 
ready access to the markets; it will also 
cause a large influx of population, ami 
thus the lands will become developed 
and productive. 

Your petitioners beg respectfully to 
direct the attention of the honorable 
the government of the Dominion to the 
fact that a similar petition is now be- 
ing prepared for presentation, strongly 
urging the provincial government of 
British Columbia to construct to a 
point at least as far east as Chilliwack, 
and operate ns a provincial work, this 
very important railway, and bridge con- 
nection with the Coast cities. 

You petitioners nlso pray, that a liber- 
al subsidy may be granted at the en- 
suing session to aid in such government 
construction of both railway and bridge. 

The holding of this meeting was most 
timely, and, while there are objections 
to the application of government owner- 
ship to such a railway as is proposed, 
there can be none to substantial govern- 
mental assistance, and with this there 
ought to go a supervision of rates. 
There is little doubt that the recent 
action of the people of Victoria has bad 
its effect in the Eraser Valley, by stimu- 
lating public opinion. There is nothing 
more contagious than enthusiasm. We 
hope the time is not far distant when 
the farmer in the Eraser Valley will 
have bis choice between putting his 
produce in a car bound for Kootenay, 
and loading it on one bound for the 
north end of Vancouver Island, to be 
transhipped thence to the Yukon Valley. 
The hour has come for a general ad- 
vance. Let the decks be cleared for 
action and the command be given to go 
forward. Mr. Dunsmuir has resting 
upon him a weighty responsibility. If 
ho brings to bear upon it bis sound 
common .-.com. and business judgment, 
he will certainly discharge it in a man- 
ner calculated to advance the welfare of 
the whole province. British Columbia's 
policy at present should bo a simple 
business proposition, and should be ap- 
proached in a business-like way.

THE RACE CRY. 

Now that the elections are all over, 
oik- can speak on matters relating to the 
national welfare without laying himself 
open to the charge that he is endeavor- 
ing to aid one political party or injure 
the other. We have in this, as they 
have in every other community in Can- 
ada, men who are partisans first and 
Canadians afterwards. To such people 
the supreme test of everything that may 
be advanced in a newspaper is its pos- 
sible effect upon the prospects of their 
particular party. They are in a small 
minority, but they manage to make 



themselves hoard very often. They pre- 
vent the discussion of public questions 
upon broad grounds, because they asso- 
ciate with every public matter the indi- 
viduals connected with it. We believe 
that the time has come in Canada when 
purely partizan considerations must be 
thrown aside and the political situation 
be faced boldly and without regard to 
what happens to any particular set of 
politicians. 

The solidity of Quebec in support of 
the Liberal party is greatly to be re- 
gretted. It would not be so, if this 
solidity was not flue in a very largo 
degree to racial reasons. It is a most 
unfortunate thing, and may bo exceed- 
ingly perilous, for any large clement of 
tho population to be permanently divided 
from the others by lines of racial cleav- 
age. No one can hope to see the ulti- 
mate result of such a trend of things if 
it is not arrested. Moans must be 
found, and found immediately, to restore 
matters to their original condition and 
eliminate the race cry wholly from our 
politics. For this purpose it is neces- 
sary to inquire bow tho existing cleav- 
age originated, or rather in what it orig- 
inated. Rut first wo may speak of what 
it did not originate in. It did not orig- 
inate in any attempt by the French to 
claim more from the English than they 
were entitled to. It did not originate in 
an effort by the English to deprive the 
French of nnything which was their 
just due. It was not the outcome of 
legislation nor of the Tofusal to legislate. 
Nothing which any government did, 
nothing which any political party pro- 
posed to do, drove the French con- 
stituencies together in an almost solid 
phalanx in support of one party. As a 
constant succession of light blows will 
split a heavy stone, if they are directed 
along the natural lino of cleavage, so a 
constant succession of things, small in 
themselves, will produce racial cleavage, 
when they are directed against racial 
susceptibilities. It docs not make the 
least difference as to the object with 
which the natural feelings of a people 
have been touched. The masses do not 
take the trouble to inquire into motives. 
Xor is the fault by any means all on 
one side. Politicians are much the 
same, no mnttor ?•? what party they are 
found, or from what nationality they 
trace their descent. If n member of 
one party says something that n mem- 
ber of tho opposite party can use to bis 
advantage, the latter is almost certain to 
so employ it, even though he may know 
perfectly well that iu so doing he is 
appealing to prejudices which ought not 
to be aroused, and is exciting senti- 
ments that should never be indulged in. 
It may be conceded that nothing was 
said by the Conservative leaders during 
the recent campaign which ought to 
have been construed as hostile to the 
people of Quebec, but things were said 
that were so construed. Attacks upon 
individuals were interpreted to mean at- 
tacks upon a race. There was lack of j 
judgment on ,the one side and lack of , 

V 



principle on the other, and, perhaps 
something of both on both sides. 

Knowing the cause, it ought not to bo 
difficult to discover the remedy. We 
think it is to be sought first in a deter 
ruination by English-speaking Canadians 
to say nothing which will give color to 
the idea that there is among the major 
ity any disposition to assume a hostile 
or unfriendly attitude to the French- 
speaking minority. The French-Cana 
dians are disposed to be on very friendly 
terms with their English-speaking 
fellow-countrymen, They are jealous of 
their language and religion, but no one 
wishes to interfere with the latter, and 
it is too late to talk of changing the 
former. Time was when Qui bee might 
have been Anglicized by law, but that is 
past nnd gone. The Anglicization of 
the French-Canadians will only be ac- 
complished by the slow process of com- 
mercial and social intercourse. The 
spread of education in Quebec, the co- 
I mingling of the two races in other parts 
i of the Dominion, united action on sub- 
| jects of national interest, the opening of 
I new parts of the country — these and 
I similar causes will in time bring about 
a more complete unity between the two 
i elements of the population than has 
i hitherto been possible; but while these 
processes are working themselves out, 
there must be mutual forbearance in 
respect to each other's idiosyncrasies. 

Tile responsibility of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier in this juncture and in this con- 
nection is great. He can prevent the 
racial cleavage from extending further 
than it has gone by giving tho people of 
Canada something new to think about. 
He is surely too much of a patriot to 
desire to hold olllce because he has a 
phalanx of French-Canadians at bis 
back. He ought to devise, if it is pos- 
sible, some broad policy which will con- 
centrate public attention to tho exclu- 
sion of everything else. The Conserva- 
tive members of parliament and the 
Conservative press ought to do their 
share to tho promotion of unity by ac- 
cepting their defeat in good part and by 
dealing with broad questions relating to 
national development. The responsibil- 
ity of Her Majesty's Loyal Opposition 
is only a little less than that of Her 
Majesty's Government. A part of its 
duty is to accept the inevitable without 
acrimony, and to avoid anything 
calculated to stir up strife. Tho Opposi- 
tion is not responsible for tho policy of 
the country, but it is responsible for the 
manner in which that policy is discussed. 
It is responsible to see that in the honor- 
able strife of politics nothing is said or 
done on its part that will militate 
against tho well-being of the country. 
We believe that the Conservatives of 
Canada will realize their duty in this 
regard, nnd that any effort that the 
government may make to prevent the 
lines of racial cleavage from extending 
any further than they do now, will be 
promptly seconded by {hem, even if in 
so doing they may have to abandon poli- 
tical ammunition, which might witli 
some reason be employed against their

Last Will 



Made When He Was in United 
States Army in Philip- 
pines. 



Question Whether It Can Be Pro- 
bated By the Courts 
Here. 



Yesterday Mr. A. L. Bclyea, acting for, 
the executors, filed for probate tho ■will 
of the late Thaddcus Harper, which was 
made by the old cattleman and miner 
25 years ago, when he counted his 
wealth by the hundreds of thousands. 
As told in these columns a few days 
ago, there is now little or nothing to 
pay the liberal bequests, which -would 
have gone to relatives hud Harper died 
a quarter of a century ago. 

There is another unusual will in tho 
hands of Mr. Belyea, and for which lie 
yesterday applied for probate, the appli- 
cation standing over. It is the will of 
John Todd, one of the Victorians who 
went to South Africa with the first Can- 
adiati contingent, and fell at Paardc- 
berg. Under ordinary circumstances, 
any scrall will answer for the will of a 
soldier or sailor on active service, even 
letters to relatives having been accepted 
by courts an wills. But this is an un- 
usual case. Todd wan born of United 
States of American parents. In 1898 
he enlisted in the United States cavalry 
and wont to the Philippines. In com- 
mon with the other members of his re- 
giment, he wtis given what is called a 
soldier's book, ou two pages of which 
are blank forma for a w'u'. While in 
the Philippines he tilled out these forms 
in his own handwriting, leaving what 
he had to relatives, and naming bin 
mother, Mrs. Sauih 10. Todd, of this 
city, as executrix. Upon his being in- 
valided from Manila, in February, 1899, 
ho went to live witli his grandmother, 
Mrs. II. P. Nichols, of Monterey, Cnl. 
In September or October of that year 
be came to British Columbia, and a 
few weeks later enlisted in the first 
Canadian contingent, and going to South 
Africa, was killed at T'aardeberg. Upon 
hearing of her grandson's death. Mrs. 
Nichols looked through his effects, 
which he had left with her, and found 
the book and will, which she forward- 
ed to Mrs. Todd. 

Had the will been made at any time 
after lie joined the contingent, there 
would have been no doubt of its legality, 
although not properly made or witness 
oil. But at tho time it was made, Todd 
was an American citizen, engaged in 
military duly in the Philippines. The 
question arose, whether, under these cir- 
cumstances, the will can be probated by 
the courts lure. 

Besides the $1,000 insurance placed on 
his life when he enlisted, there is other 
property.

BRADSTREETS' REVIEW. 

Toronto, Dec. 7.— Bradstreets' Trade He- 
view says: "There Is considerable activity 
in wholesale trade circles at Montreal, largo 
sales of holiday goods have been made ill's 
week, and the general outlook for that 
branch of business is very promising is 
in good times the masses are very liberal 
purchasers In the holiday season. Sales of 
such goods promise to make up to some ex- 
tent for the dullness of business In heavy 
winter goods, at retail centres of trade, hut 
as Jobbers and retailers had prepared for 
the winter trade, they are anxiously look- 
ing forward to colder weather In the West 
to stimulate sales of seasonable lines. Val- 
ues are generally firm for staple goods. 
Payments have been fair this week, and 
obligations have been more, probably, as 
well as expected. The demand for money 
is extensive, and rates are steady. Business 
at Toronto this week has been fair, con- 
sidering the adverse conditions. The whole- 
sale trade still hopes that a sharp drop In 
the temperature, when It comes, will re- 
sult In largely Increased sales of heavy win- 
ter stuff that will to some extent make up 
for earlier deficiencies In that respect. The 
trade In holiday lines Is quite active. Pay- 
ments this week have been fair, and on the 
whole have probably been as large as ex- 
pected; there Is a good demand for money, 
and rates are steady. Wholesale trade at 
Ottawn has been fairly active this week. 
The sales of heavy goods for Immediate use 
are a little larger anil the outlook for that 
department of business Is promising; pay- 
ments on paper maturing this week were 
fairly well met. There Is an active move- 
ment In holiday goods. 

"Colder weather has had an appreciable 
effect In moving seasonable goods at Loudon 
the past week. Reports from country retail- 
ers are cheerful. A big business in holiday 
goods Is looked for. drain deliveries are 
expected to Increase with the advent of 
good snow roads In the country. 

"Reports at Pacillc Coast towns do not 
disclose a great deal of activity. The de- 
mand for novelties and general holiday 
lines Is picking up. and such business Is 
txpected to be very active. Prices of varl- 

eut lines of produce have stiff >d. fresh 

oirgs having advanced recently to 00 cents. 
There Is a scarcity of hard coal In the 
province. 

"Jobbers at Hamilton have made consid- 
erable shipments this week, and they re- 
port the condition of trade very good, ex- 
cept In heavy winter goods, the sales of 
which have been unite as good as expected 
under the circumstances. The holiday trade 
In good. 

"Business In Manitoba and the Northwest 
has been picking up somewhat the past 
week, with good, sharp winter weather. 
Stocks of heavy goods nre getting more 
broken Into, and retailers in many Instances 
report daily sales much larger than a year 
ago. thus showing that expectations as to 
more business than usual being crowded In 
i he close of the season, owing to the mild 
weather and the poor crop output at the 
opening are being utilized. The grain move 
ment Is rather lighter, but the fanners have 
considerable other produce, which has been 
coming through pretty freely. Collections 
are fair, but Jobbers realize that they will 
have to exercise patience in the matter of 
collections. 

"At Quebec navigation has closed some- 
what later than usual, the last steamer 
leaving for sea a few days nco. The mild 
weather In the past week has had a depress- 
ing effect on retail trade. In wholesale 
circles the demand for holiday goods Is 
about the average. In shoe manufacturing 
i In les quietness still prevails, but It Is 
probable that a settlement between the em- 
ployees and the employers will be arrived 
at In the course of the next week. Work 
In the woods is somewhat backward, owing 
to the scarcity of snow. Collections on the 
whole are fair." 



TKAMS AND CHEESE. 

Some Interesting Statistics on a Couple of 
Canadian Topics. 

The Dominion statistical Mr. George 
Johnston, has compiled some Interesting 
ligtiroN about the electric railways of Can- 
ada. I luring the year ended December 111. 
18U0. the (il- miles of track were so used 
that the total number of miles run by cars 
was 20.G4G.847. 

The n limber of passengers carried was 
over 104,000,000. namely. 104.033.050. This 
Is equal to carrying every man. woman 
anil child in the Dominion 20 times. The 
mileage run and the passengers carried 
show that for each mile run the electrics 
carried .'I'/i passengers. 

Compared with the previous year, the 
number of passengers carried Increased 
nearly 0.500.000. and the number of miles 
run by over 1,000,000; the pnssongei.1 car- 
ried per mile run increased from 3.500.000 
to 4.500,000. The number of transfers given 
in 'Toronto was over 10,500.000. These are 
not Included In the total of passengers car- 
ried. The amount paid up capital invested 
If electric railways Is $21,700,000. 

The steam railways In 1809 carried 10.1(18,- 
101 passengers, running a train mileage of 
25.202,850. thus making the average of IV. 
passengers per mile. 

Although the returns of the fnctorymen. 
for cheese, during the past season show 
an Increase of S1.S02.000 over those of the 
previous season, the returns for butter 
show a decrease of S2.I10.O0O. making a 
falling off of $544,000 In receipts for dairy 
products this season, as compared with 
last. 

The make of cheese In Canada during 
the past year was the largest In the his- 
tory of the country, and total sales amount- 
ing to 2,077,000 boxes, or 180.504 more than 
those of the previous year, and 177.000 more 
than those of the season of 1898, which was 
the next largest on record. The amount re- 
ceived for the factorymen for their pro- 
duct also far exceeded the returns for any 
previous year, being $10,500,000. or $1,802.- 
000 more than that received in 1800, which 
was the next lnrcest year In point of re- 
ceipts: and S4 105,000 mow than the total 
receipts in 1808. 

Not only wove the make and the return 
in cash the largest In the history . of Cana- 
da, hut the price per pound exceeded that 
of all other years, so that the factorymen 
were better remunerated than ever before. 
Compared with the previous season, which 
was the next most remunerative one on 
recevil, the price per box was 25c. greater, 
or $8 a box. as nga!n*t ST75. In 180S, the 
price received was only $0.35 a box.

stocks among the low priced railroads, but 
a. demoralized tone In one or two of the In- 
dustrials more than offset this advantage. 
There was a suspicion that local move- 
ments which have helped out the showing 
of the banks for the lust few weeks are not 
to be relied on this week. These gains 
liuve been due to the operations of a single 
bank to a large extent. In which is centred 
one of the most Important Interests In the 
financial world. Including large Interests In 
copper mining stocks. The course of Amal- 
gamated Copper during the week has given 
rise to the apprehension that interests iden- 
tified with it need not be expected to have 
taken measure to conserve the general 
money market situation. Even the Erie se- 
curities yielded temporarily on the denial 
of a story attempting to explain their move- 
ment by alleging that the company had pur- 
chased the Pennsylvania Coal Co. Both the 
slocks and bonds, however, rallied subse- 
quently, to the top prices.

Beck- 
with. and is: 

"That whereas it is advisable to lake 
the necessary steps to improve and 
beautify that portion of Pandora street 
to the east of Vancouver street by grad- 
ing the same, laying out roads, walks 
and lawns, and planting tree*, shrubs, 
etc., there, in order that it may be used 
for park purposes : and whereas it is ex- 
pedient that .such "work of improvement, 
be done under the local improvement 
system: Therefore, be it resolved, til a J 
tiie city council hereby determines that 
said wtjrlt be carried out under the pro- 
vision Of. the Local Improvement By- 
law and amendments thereto." 

The second, signed by the Mayor, fol- 
lows: 

"I hereby give notice, that at the next 
meeting of the city council I shall re- 
commend to the council the folSoivinjf re- 
solution, viz: That a special committed 
be appointed to consider and rvport upon 
plans and estimates, submitted herewith, 
for the reclamation and utilization of 
the James Bay tidal flats, nnd for the, 
construction of a stone retaining wall 
with steps and landing and permanent 
roadway on or near the site of the 
present James Bay bridge.

The following letter, explanatory of 
the movement, and offering suggestions 
for good roads being secured, was re- 
ceived from dipt. Black: 

"As many people do not seem to pro- 
perly understand whal Is desired, u few 
words will not be amiss. 

"As I have had over SO years' experi- 
ence on the frontier, and more or lens 
connection with road and trail making, 
and opening up a new country, in both 
Canada and the United State*, I feel 
that I may be able to make a few sug- 
gestions. 

"1. All political parties should unite 
und impress upon the government of *'

"2. Divide the province into counties, 
counties into ■townshirJe, und incorporate 
them into mwfricipulities, with [lower to 
raise money t(> build roads within the 
separate niunic'^alitlc's. , 

"I!. Appoint a competent civil engineer 
for each county, (b have full chnrge of 
all roads in bis ttfUnty; make survey* 
and locate all rortfls and trails; superin- 
tend the expenditure of all moneys per- 
taining to roads in the county. The sal- 
ary should be Cutlicient to secure com- 
petent men. 

"4. Section men should be employed 
continually on all main roads, every 6vu 
to ten mikw, to keep the rwid in repair. 

".I. In 'Opening up new countries, by 
trails or roads, "the lint thing to be done 
should be the survey and location of the! 
line in the best place possible, for 
grades, etc., in juot the same way a* if 
laid out for a railroad line. 

"11. The main roads to bo built and 
maintained by the provincial govern- 
ment; all the other roads to be built at 
the expense of the municipality. 

"We will now suppose that all th 
above systems are in force in the prov 
ince, and that the government have 
granted enough money to open n pack- 
trail in some new portion of the prov- 
ince, to be a mining camp, for instant 
The finst thing to do would be for the 
government to give instructions to the 
county engineer for the district, advis- 
ing him of tin; amount appropriated, and 
to proceed and make the surveys. 

"The engineer would, after making the 
survey, figure out how much he could 
do with the grant, "and be would then nee 
if he had sufficient to cut a pack trail, 
bearing in mind that at some future 
time it would be necessary to build a 
wagon road on this same line. Hence 
the necessity for a careful survey as re- 
gards grade, ete. All that could he 
done tiie first year would be the locat- 
and cutting out the trail, say 10 feet 
wide. 

"The second year a further grant 
should be made, and after figuring out 
what he could do with the appropriation, 
ho could conclude if he had enough to 
cut the timber out, say 20 feet wide, 
and put in a ditch on the upper side. 

'The third year n further grant was 
made, sufficient to grade the road into a 
wagon road, and then section men 
should be appointed. After this should 
come the macadam. Of course, the "bet- 
ter way would be to do all this in one 
year. We will suppose that a settle- 
ment is formed on this road, enough set- 
tlers to be incorporated into a munici- 
pality, and they wish to build some 
branch roads. They should have power 
to borrow money for thi« purpose, on 
the credit or the municipality. The 
municipal authorities would .inform tho 
roverntnent, asking them to instruct the 
engineer to make the necessary surveys, 
and see to the expenditure of the money. 

"Compare this with the system at 
present. A grant i.s mnde by the govern- 
ment of the day for a road or trail. Tho 
money is handed to John Brown, gen- 
eral merchant. Sleepy Hollow. A num- 
ber of his customers, who owe him mon- 
ey, are employed at the highest possible 
rates; one is appointed' foreman; he is 
a good fellow, but knows Tory Tittle 
about road making. These men have 
bay to make, and the rondwork must be, 
put off till that : is done; consequently 
the work is done late in the fall, shovel- 
ling snow and mud on the road while, 
traffic is going on, making the road far 
worse thnn before. 

'The next year, John Smith, nnothn?! 
supporter of the 'government, thinks lie 
ought to have a show. He employs men, 
and goes through the same 'performance, 
with the difference that his foreman 
thinkn it is Aid 'dhnnce .of ibis We -to dm-

Mr. Macmillan Speaks on "Human Des- 
tiny in Social Economies." 

Yesterday evening, In the A.O.U.W. hall, 
Mr. John Macmillan gave u very Interesting 
ami Instructive lecture on "Human Destiny 
In Social Economics." The president of the 
federated societies acted as chairman. There 
were about 100 people present, and the lec- 
ture was heard with great Interest, as the 
long and exciting debate nt the conclusion 
showed. Mr. Macmillan commenced bis lec- 
ture by saying that a starting point was a 
belief la the existence of a Supreme Being. 
It wns in man's power to elevate himself 
•o the height designed by the Creator. 
Man's first Impression of God might be 
found In the nnrrntlve of the Flood. The 
highest kind of mind to-day looked out on 
the wicked world with sympathy; looked 
upon God ns a saint always helping man. 
With wickedness man's condition had been 
almost unendurable before It was decided to 
destroy the world by the Flood. The Jews 
believed that God had ehost m them for 
favor. The act of shedding blood tended to 
degrnde man. The greatest commandiueat 
In the second division Is "Thou shalt not 
kill." God's teaching was that we should 
reap what we sowed. To overcome evil 
with good wns greater than the power of 
the sword.

IN NANAIMO. 

Cotil Mines, Climate, Black Rut and 
Wolves Engage Attention. 

Nanaimo, Dee. V. — (Special) — The old 
coal pit which caved in on the street on 
Thursday, was the first place that the, 
old pioneers sought for the black dia- 
monds which were afterwards to make 
the place so famous. The exposed pit 
was part of the workings in the banin 
which lies between the elevation on 
which the old Bantion stands and the 
edge of tho revine. When the miners 
about fifty years ago, got out all the 
pay coal there was in the mine, they cut 
away many of the pillars, and then 
filled in the shaft as well as they could. 
In half a century this has shrunk con 
siderably, ns the cavity accidentally 
brought to light on Thursday showed 
Thin coal measure lay in a strange way 
pushed up on the top of n slopo of hard 
rock, ana forming an immense basin, 
not unlike, ns one spectator of the cave- 
in said, the big bnsin in which the gold 
workings of the Johannesburg Rand arc 
situated. It is well understood that tho 
whole city has been pretty thoroughly 
undermined, hut all the other shafts and 
tunnels are known to have been thor- 
oughly filled in when deserted.
